When 
exonumia  traders  get  together  it  is  always  a  fun  day  and  my  conflict  meeting  caused  me  to  miss  it. 
Thanks  to  Cliff  Temple  for  the  birth  tokens  of  his  grandchildren,  both  the  Patrick  mint  bronze 
and  the  pink  plastic.  Also  for  the  German  calendar  depicting  the  odd  and  curious  moneys  of  the 
world.  I  am  grateful  to  Herb  Wright  of  Brighton  for  selling  me  his  lots  of  tokens  and  medals,  three 
times,  when  he  decided  to  sell  his  collections  of  many  years.  This  last  group  gives  me  a  start 
again  now  that  most  of  my  collectibles  were  taken  in  our  house  robbery  in  January.  That  was  a 
shocker. 


We  are  grateful  that  our  household  was  left  intact,  except  for  a  suitcase  and  a  laundry  basket  likely 
used  to  carry  out  my  goodies  and  my  library  and  equipment  I  shall  have.  Four  cases  were  smashed, 
three  are  repairable.  One  of  the  burglars  is  now  serving  time  in  Jackson  State  Prison,  having 
had  prior  convictions  and  I  guess  the  judge,  having  heard  of  our  robbery  gave  him  3  to  10  at  his 
last  trial.  The  other  one  is  free  and  so  is  all  my  stuff  and  I  doubt  I'll  ever  see  that  material 
again  tho'.  It  would  seem  that  one  day  surely  some  of  my  hundreds  of  identifiable  items  will  show 
up  at  some  trading  session  inasmuch  as  they  are  "Michigan  items”. 

I  had  done  considerable  trading  at  the  coin  show  the  day  before  that  Monday  noon  they  broke  in  and 
that  Monday  morning  early  I’d  hauled  out  only  the  items  I'd  taken  in  trade.  They  were  laying  on 
my  desk.  From  Herb  Sayre,  former  head  of  the  political  collectors  in  Michigan  I’d  gotten  25  or 
30  of  the  best  early  good-fors  and  trade  tokens  you’ve  seen  in  a  long  time,  some  politicals  and 
odd-ball  items,  a  box  of  lead  railroad  tokens  and  especially  a  1937  Sitdown  Strike  medal  with  the 
Detroit  Free  Press  clipping  telling  of  the  Ford  trouble. 


This  medal  still  had  Bob  Williams’  writing  on  the  2x2  holder,  it  was  about  half-dollar  size,  probably 
nickel,  with  an  irregular  shaped  border.  I  had  the  maverick  tokens,  odd  shapes  and  denominations 
and  metals,  in  alphabetical  order  ready  to  study,  with  the  Sit  Down  Strike  medal,  all  on  top  of  my 
desk.  They  cleaned  my  desk.  'fPwkj

Strangely,  my  good  case  full  of  politicals,  including  some  medals  and  Bryan  money,  they  didn’t 
even  take  nor  did  they  take  my  case  of  military  insignia.  My  collection  of  Detroit  Coin  Club 
medals  in  a  box  were  partially  covered  with  some  newspapers.  I  guess  they  didn't  see  that  box. 

The  lead  tokens,  round  and  slightly  larger  than  a  dime,  are  stamped  D  &  M  for  the  most  part. 

Two  pieces  have  only  a  B  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  One  piece  is  uniface  with  T  G  stamped  on 
the  one  side.  Marie  Johnson  knew  about  the  D  &  M  tokens,  says  they  are  early  tokens  of  the 
Detroit  and  Mackinac  Railroad. 

Jim  Krucki  says  the  listing  of  Michigan  centennial  and  celebration  pieces  he  is  working  on  with 
Ed  Bawden  is  coming  along  well.  Good! 

May  the  rest  of  1980,  and  the  whole  decade,  be  a  great  one  for  all  of  you  collectors  and  researchers.

GOLD  ISSUES 


Gold  has  been  used  only  a  few  times  in  community  activity 
issues.  Two  of  these  issues  were  14-karat  gold  and  the  others 
gold  plated.

In  1979  the  Albion  Festival  of  the  Forks  committee  ordered 
four  gold  coins  made.  Three  of  these  were  for  private  buyers 
and  the  fourth  was  raffled  off  by  the  committee  during  the 
festival  as  a  fund  raiser.  These  coins  were  trade  dollars  and 
their  issue  price  was  3250 *  In  addition,  the  1979  committee 
issued  two  gold  plated  over  silver  coins. 


Other  gold  plated  over  silver  issues  include  those  for  the  city 
of  W ayne’s  centennial  in  1969  and  Grand  Haven’s  Coast  Guard 
Festival  in  1972.  The  number  made  and  their  issue  price  is 
unknown  at  this  time.
